SAVAHE AFFRAY 

Reuniting in the Wounding or Both 
Participants. 

A bloody affray that has created con- 
siderable excitement and feeling in this 
city and vicinity, and which may yet re- 
sult fatally to one of the participants, oc- 
curred last Saturday, about noon, near 
the Baldwin homestead, on Jersey Ridge, 
between Darius Moran and William 
Wells, two farmers who reside in Mays- 
ville precinct No. 2. Wells was slightly 
wounded in the right leg, hetween the 
ankle and knee, by a piBtol shot, fired by 
Moran, and Moran received serious 
wounds by being beaten over the head 
by Wells with a green sugar tree club or 
cane. 

They have been at outs with each oth- 
er for some time, the trouble between 
them dating back to last Christmas, and 
originating at a shooting match on Law- 
rence Creek, at which Wells and his two 
sons, Willie and Johnie, became involv- 
ed in a dispute with Moran about a tur- 
key, or the price of a turkey, an account 
of which affair appeared in the papers of 
this city anil caused considerable contro- 
versy between the parlies and their 
friends at that time. A pistol, rocks, and 
the dead turkey figured in this first fuss 
as weapons. 

Moran and Wells, the principal par- 
ties in this affair, as well as in all the 
others that have taken place between 
them since, were both arrested and fined 
shortly afterwards, the former before 



bMd, felling him to the earth. While In 
this position Moran was beaten over the 
head by Wells until a spectator interfered 
and stopped the bloody business. Moran 
was Insensible forgome time. His wounds 
were afterwards dressed by Dr. James 
Shackleford, who pronounced them seri- 
ous, but not necessarily fatal. 

W ells came to this city after the trouble 
and was placed in custody. The ball was, 
later on in the day, extracted from his 
leg by Dr. Shackleford. His wound is 
not of a serieus character. He was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $500 by

At the instance of some of Moran's 
friends a warrant was also issued 
for William Wells, Jr., charging him 
with cutting and stabbing with intent to 
kill.

This, however, is proba- 
bly a mistake, as one who witnessed the 
iffray exonerates the younger Wells from 
any hhune. Wells' friends claim that 
lis son was engaged during the trouble 
n taking care of the horse they were 
driving and preventing bin from run- 
ning otr, and this claim la borne OUl by 
an eye-witness of the affair.
